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DEAR KIDDIES 



OH, YES, YOUR BOOK . . . ! 

Shall I finish the thought? Or have guilty minds already 
framed the conclusion of the incompleted topic? "Oh, yes, your 
book ... is over in my room, but I promise to return it tomor- 
row!" 

"Whatf" you are saying, "another gripe ?" But don't you 
think that it's a just gripe? 

So often I have heard, "If So-and-So doesn't return my books, 
etc," or "Someone has had my Lit. book for three semesters!" 



I advise every textbook loaner to carefully tabulate their 
supply as to the present renter or borrower. These people who 
are fortunate enough to get access to a text should be grateful for 
not being required to buy one. They should realize that it is their 
responsibility to return the borrowed book in the same condition 
in which they received it. 

How many people realize that this seemingly insignificant 
business of borrowing books helps to reval their character.

Would you trust a person to whom you had loaned a text, 
and who had never bothered to give it back? Or maybe these 
"smart" persons would rather pay out four or five dollars for new 
books! And that is what they will have to do if this book 
stealing— yes, it amounts to nothing less than stealing— does not 
stop. 

Your treatment of a geography book, or history book reflects 
on your character. A returned book, full of pencil or ink marks, 
denotes a flighty character, a very irresponsible person. But 
then, you say, "Be glad you got it back at all!" to yourself. That 
is the general attitude at present. It is like pulling teeth to be 
able to rent a book, because the owners are afraid they will never 
see the books again if they part with them. 

"Treat them gently!" This quotation was taken from a 
lengthy discussion by one of the teachers on the subject of books. 
These volumes are mediums of learning in this and every other 
institution. This classification makes them important, thus ren- 
dering a person who has been lax in returning borrowed books 
responsible for retarding someone's progress in a specific course. 

Why is it that students have this strange "affiliation" for 
books which are not theirs? The Mansfield State Teachers Col- 
lege Library has also complained about the absence of volumes 
from its shelves. 

Let us all resolve to return our borrowed books. Remember, 
there is an acute shortage of text books, and both teachers and 
students alike are suffering from it. So the next time you clean 
your room, dig out these books, look inside, and if you find that 
they belong to someone else, return them as quickly as possible!

Isaac H. Doughton, Ph. D., a, mem- 
ber of the Mansfield College staff, 
for over twenty years, died January 
24, in Mansfield. He was head of 
the Department of Education, held 
the position of Dean of Instruction, 
and was the author of several text 
books. As father of our Kappa Delta 
Pi chapter, where his work was es- 
pecially outstanding, Dr. Doughton is 
still remembered by our chapter; 
and in memorium they are placing a 
book in the Mansfield college libra- 
ry. Although he retired in 1944, he 
did graduate work at Pennsylvania 
State College and taught a class in 
Tendencies of Modern Education last 
summer. 

Edmund A. Retan, former princi- 
pal of the Campus Schools at Mans- 
field State Normal School, died Feb- 
ruary 18, 1948. 

Professor Retan, after teaching 
several years, served in turn as prin- 
cipal of the schools at Morris Run, 
Tioga, and Mansfield. He then serv- 
ed as County Superintendent of the 
Schools of Tioga County, coming to 
the Normal School to head the Cam- 
pus Schools in 1914. He retired in 
1926, residing since then in Man3- 
field. • .

The first in a series of four art- 
ists Course numbers will appear m 
Straughn Auditorium on Oct. 15th, 
when Wasantha Wana Singh and 
his group will present music and 
dances of India. 

Wasantha Wana Singh is the- Dir- 
ector of the Indian School of Music 
where he trains pupils in the arts of 
rhythm melody and composition 
based on Indian theories. All his pu- 
pils learn on native instruments. He 
has pupils of all nationalities, East- 
ern and Western. 

Wana^. Singh was born in Ceylon 
of parents who came originally from 
Srinagar in northern India near the 
Kashmir border. 

As a young man, he was drawn 
towards the United States especially 
because it would offer more freedom 
for personal and professional devel- 
opment than seemed possible under 
British rule in India. 

Mr. Singh always kept up fiis stud- 
kw of Indian music and has carried 
on extensive research into Vedic and 
pre-Vedic Indian instruments, and, at 
the moment, he is ^completing a 
book on this subject. 

He is very well known in the edu- 
cational field, and has appeared on 
many New York Stages, such as Car- 
negie Hall, Town Hall, Barbizon Pla- 
za Theatre, etc., and also on the 
CBS radio programs, "Gateways to 
Music," on television, at schools, mu- 
seums, in fact, in all places where 
the taste is discriminating. 

He is assitsed by several of his 
outstanding pupils, one of whom is 
his talented young daughter, LAK- 
SHIMI, who plays several of the in- 
tricate instruments and also is an 
excellent dancer. 

Mr. Singh himself is an accom- 
plished musician and when one lis- 
tens to the music created by his 
supple fingers running up and down 
the silver keyboard of the Saroda- 
Veena, it is instantly apparent that 
one has been granted the privilege 
of enjoying a few moments of su- 
prpme delight, such as are described 
in the Indian Mythology, for Mr. 
Singh could well be one of the great 
Gandarvas, whose mission it was to 
play for the Gods of the Indian Pan- 
theon. The sounds that Mr. Singh 
creates from his exotic instrument 
vary from the happy laughter of little 
children to the wrathful thunder of 
the Supreme Gods at the wickedness 
of man's deeds. Artists of Mr. 
Singh's calibre are few and it is for- 
tunate for us that his admiration for 
America brought him to our midst, 
permitting us to enjoy at its best 
this phase of the culture of India. *" 

These courses are intended to pro- 
vide cultural experience on a high 
level. The college attempts to se- 
cure the finest lectures, musicians, 
dancers, and actors obtainable. 

Admission to these programs is 
covered by the Student Activities 
Fee.

Airman Mullen is a former member 
of the lOS^lrMijIantry, Pennyslvania 
National Guarded of the 101st Cav- 
alry at Fort Devins, Massachusetts. 
He obtained his commission in the 
reserve by graduating from the In- 
fantry School, Fort Benning, Ga. 
During World War II he served as 
Deputy Defense Commander of Isley 
Field (B-2^s), Saipan, Mariana Is- 
lands, with the 20th Air Force. 

Passage of the National Defense 
Act of 1948 has caused Uncle Sam to 
raise the physical standards for 
ROTC cadets. Mansfield's future 
generals are presently being subject- 
ed to the same type of examination 
as that required for Regular Army 
Officers on active duty. Thanks to 
Doctors Gabriel and Whitsett from 
Blossburg, and to our own Doctor 
"Steve" Evans 5f Mansfield, the ca- 
dets will soon know exactly how they 
stand in reference ^to the physical 
requirements for obtaining a com- 
mission. The services rendered by 
these professional men, without 
charge has given us food for some 
serious thought. When mature and 
war-experienced citizens are willing 
to devote so much time and effort 
toward improving our national de- 
fense it is time for us to wake up 
to the fact that we must shortly 
take our places as citizens and as- 
sume some of the same responsibili- 
ties in the same cheerful manner. 
Theirs is the best method of teach- 
ing an essential lesson — by setting 
an example! 

Can ROTC cadets be drafted? 
YES. In fact, each cadet volunteers 
to serve for two years in the armed 
forces immediately after graduation. 
Each college authorized to accept 
ROTC cadets is allotted a quota of 
exemptions to be awarded to cadets 
who prove, day by day, that they 
are capable of leading troops in bat- 
tle. It is up to the individual cadet 
to earn an exemption that^will per- 
mit him to complete four years of 
college prior to performing his mili- 
tary service. Exemptions^ 1 are aw- 
arded on a competitive basis with 
scholastic averages, leadership abili- 
ty, and the results of the Department 
of the Army RQ-3 tests serving to 
separate the men from the boys. Ca- 
dets who fail to meet the standards 
are reported to their local draft 
boards. 

Last week the cadets decided up- 
on their military fields of specializa- 
lization. Stated branch preferences 
were as follows: 

Air Forces — 8 

Signal Corps — 3 

Ordnance— 16 

Engineers--10 

Infantry— 24

Associated Student Governments of 
the Pennsylvania State Teachers 
Colleges met last Friday and Satur- 
day on the campus of Kutztown 
State Teachers College for the 
tweltth annual conference. 

Student delegates from Mansfield 
were Gene Maxwell and Wellington 
Lester, and the faculty was repre 
sented by Dean Long. 

The delegates discussed the fol- 
lowing: 

I. Publications, Publicity and Pub- 
lic Relations. 

School publications should be the 
students' responsibility. 

The primary interest of all publi- 
cations should be publicity and im- 
provement of our State Teachers 
Colleges. 

II. Athletics: Intercollegiate and 
Intramural. 

Athletics between our State Teach- 
ers Colleges brought up the question 
of reciprocity of enrollment cards for 
all sports. The conference recom- 
mended this matter be referred to 
the Board of Presidents for final 
decision. 

III. The Social Program. 

Our social program at Mansfield 
is on a par with, or better than most 
of the | colleges. As far as could be 
learned: we are the only college with 
regularly scheduled weekly movies. 

Freshman initiation was discussed 
at length and the folowing reports 
were given: 

Initiation at Bloomsburg and elat- 
ion is similar to ours. 

California initiation is not compul- 
sory. 

Kutztown initiation starts in Sep- 
tember and continues into November. 

WeBt Chester requires only gir 
to participate. 

Lock Haven voted to eliminate in 
itiation for next year. 

Initiation should be an Orienta- 
tion of college cheers, traditions and 
a means of unifying freshmen and 
upperclassmen. 

Assemblies and chapels brought ab- 
out a diversified situation. Mans- 
field and California are the only two 
State Teachers Colleges without re- 
quired attendance. 

Bloomsburg has assembly every 
Tuesday for general announcements 
and Thursday for an hour program. 

Lock HAven does not publicize the 
nature of the program to be given. 

West Chester has chapel every 
day for about 20 minutes. 

Dr. de Francesco of Kutztown sug- 
gests students analyze themselves 
before being too critical of assem- 
blies. Future teachers should have 
the ability to evaluate and make con- 
structive suggestions for assemblies. 
The Students on our Faculty-Student 
Assemblies are: Jean Ford, Shirley 
Pierce, Lena Baker, Gordon Secor 
and Philip Brown.

The teams battled on even terms 
through the third and half of the 
fourth quarters.

The 
Warriors were too mpuisive in the.r 
blocking, so the bail was placed on 
the 24-yard line as a result of the 
personal foul. On the next play 
Swartz passed to Ritinski who had 
gone to tne rignt into tne end zone 
unaccompanied. Whitehead's place- 
this time was good. 

The Mountaineers came back 
from the 15 all the way to the 
Stroudsburg 3, sparked by Amen- 
dola's 21-yard kick return, his runs 
of 9 adn 12 yards, and his lis -yard 
pass gain from Netski, and by Con- 
viell's 14-yard sweep around lelt 
end. Then the Mountaineers, with 
first down on the three, elected to 
pass against a team that hand pre- 
wpusly allowed only two compie- 
trons out of 16 attempts, intercept- 
ing one to set up a touchdown play. 
• Tills attempt was intercepted by 
Drlgan and carried to the 18, end- 
ing Mansfield's chance to either tie 
or win the game and ending its 
mythical championship bid in the 
teachers college conference. 

Amendola, who collected 101 of 
the 202 yards gained on the ground, 
was outsanding for the Mountain- 
eers, as was Katusz on defense Joe 
seemed to be in the Warrior back- 
field most of the time. Strouds- 
burg's Tomasetti and Drigan team- 
ed up with Swartz to lead in of- 
fensive play for the visitors, as they 
kept their season record intact with 
four victories in four games.

Ed Netski took Genero's kick on 
the fifteen and returned to the thirty- 
one. With Joe Cheplick, Nello Buri- 
an, and Ed Netski leading the way. 
the Mountaineers pushed down to 
the six yard line where Ed Netski 
passed to Pete Dokas standing in the 
end zone. After an exchange of 
kicks, Joe Cheplick intercepted a 
Kutztown pass on the Kutztown 
thirty-seven. The Mountaineers bang- 
ed their way down to the three as 
the first half ended. Half time score, 
Mansfield 13, Kutztown 13. 

A much improved and more ag- 
gressive Mansfield team returned to 
the field to dominate play through- 
out the second half. A Kutztown 
fumble early in the third period put 
the Mountaineers in scoring position 
again. A series of plays put them 
three yards shcirt of scoring and they 
lost the ball on downs. Kutztown 
kicked out to the thirty seven and 
with the hard running of Chet Koval- 
eski, Ed Netski and Joe Cheplick 
the Mountaineers tallied their third 
touchdown with Cheplick going over 
from the two. After taking Tony 
Dombroski's kick, Shugar fumbled on 
the forty-two yard line.

MR, F. A. JUPENLAZ AIDS VETERANS IN PERSONAL AND 
DOMESTIC AFFAIRS 

To all veterans, Mr. Fred A. Jupenlaz is a familiar figure on campus. 
Mr. Jupenlaz is the college and the veterans counselor, a post which he has 
held since August, 1947. 

As a member of the faculty in 1942, Mr. Jupenlaz instructed in educa- 
tion. After a time on the faculty, he chose to become a field director for 
the American Red Cross. His duties carried him into Africa and the adja- 
cent areas, where he served for nearly two years. On his return to the 
U.S.A., he appeared again on campus for a time; then he left to assume 
the duties of a RegionalWeterans' Administration office in Wilkes-Barre 
and Williamsport 

Mr Jupenlaz is now instructor in Education, a member of the college 
faculty, and serves as veterans' counselor in his spare time. A counselor's 
duties such as Mr. Jupenlaz's include the following: advice, communication 
with the Veterans' Administration, clarifying insurance problems and deal- 
ings under Public Laws 31 and 46. These, of course, include the G. I. Bill 
of Rights and Disabled Veterans' Education: 

Mr. Jupenlaz's personal duties include: Recruiting services with the 
N.R.O.T.C., the Marine Corps and the Marine Corps Reserves. He is not 
an actual administrator for this district, only a counselor for the college 
veterans. Mr. Jupenlaz specializes in advising veterans on their personal 
and domestice affairs, and to quote him, he says: "It is the greatest single 
pleasure I have, to be able to assist the veterans in alleviating their prob- 
lems."
